“I have not signed a petition or made the 
slightest promige, said Mr. Hoyt. In fact, 
I have not been approached recently. This 
firm takes the same position it did two years 
ago. We will not sign for the use of our 
streets, as matters stand, nor agree to give 
over Rush street bridge to street cars. 

This is now the most crowded bridge in 
Chicago. Its daily tonnage is twice that of 
any other. Heavy traffic and carriages to- 
gether now tax the bridge to its utmost 
for space and weight. If the bridge 
is open three minutes vehicles line up 
for a block in doth streets. Now 
certainly no merchant will agree to let Mr. 
Yerkes complicate the situation still further. 
I am sure no firm in either street has con- 
sented to such a proposal. . 


Build St. Clair Bridge. 

“If Mr. Yerkes must find a down-town out- 
let he can do so by pushing the St. Clair 
street bridge project which Ald. Manierre 
has referred to. If a down-town loop is 
worth anything to Mr. Yerkes he can agree 
to build this new bridge, or pay his share of 
it, and the necessary viaduct extending from 
the river to Randolph street. If he will 
agree to this I would be Willing to let him 
use either the new bridge or cross at Rush 
street. But as things stand—never. 

“If Mr. Yerkes will push the St. Clair 
street bridge and viaduct project I will waive 
all claims for property which I own in St. 
Clair street, and I bélieve the Kirk company, 
Ogden, Sheldon & Co., George Bullen & Co., 
and other extensive frontages will do like- 
wise. It might be a good thing for us, and 
it might work us injury, but I will indorse 
such a project regardless of personal 1. 
terests. 


Need of the Link. 

“A connecting link between the North and 
South Side boulevard systems is the most 
needed thing in Chicago today. Mr. Yerkes 
can help himself and the people if he will. 
But it will do him no good to come down to 
the Rush street bridge and cross it—if he 
succeeds that far—for without the St. Clair 
street outlet for congested traffic he will not 
be able to use ether Michigan avenue or 
River street for his proposed loop.“ 

The proposed through line is to reach 
Evanston by joining branches of the system 
now in operation with supplemen lines, 
of which the Huron-Rush street double track 
extension will be one addition. In the maps 
which have been exhibited by Agent Reed 
the line makes the down-town loop and oc- 
cupies Rush street to Huron. It runs west 
in Huron Wesson street and then north 
to Division and west to join the Halsted 
street line.

OPINIONS TO BACK FOUR-CENT FARE. 
er Fortifies Himself to Pres. 


oppose the move, 
planned by the enemies of the four-cent fare 
ordinance, to refer the measure to the Cor- 
poration Counsel next Monday night for an 
opinion. He declares this wnnecessary, as 
he has discovered decisions of the Appellate 
Court which sustain his position that the 
city has authority to reduce and regulate 
the rate of street car fares. This opinion 
is strengthened by a similar opinion of the 
United States Supreme Court. 

The Appellate Court opinion was ren- 
dered April 27, 1896, and attracted much at- 
tention at the time, because of the strong 
language used and the precedents it estab- 
lished in this States The case was brought 
as a test to determine the city’s power in 
regulating street car fare. 

If an attempt is made to sidetrack the four- 
cent fare ordinance at the next meeting of 
the Council by having it sent to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel Ald. Gallagher will have read 
this and other opinions bearing on the point 
at issue. He then will call upon all friends 
of the méasure to vote for it, and will insist 
that every Alderman be made to go on rec- 
ord as either for or against it. 

Points in the Test Case. 

In the case of Dean vs. The Chicago Gen- 
eral Railway the plaintiff made a tender toa 
conductor of five cents for a ride in Twenty- 
second street. The conductor demanded an- 
other cent, informing the plaintiff that the 
company had established a rule that six cents 
should constitute one fare. The plaintiff re- 
fused to pay the extra cent, because an or- 
dinance of the Chicago Council specified 
that the fare should not exceed five cents. 
The plaintiff then was ejected, and sued for 
damages. 

In the first count of his declaration the 
plaintiff asserted that the Council had the 
right to and did fix the compensation to be 
charged by the defendant. In his second 
count he asserted that the Council had the 
mght and did fix the maximum amount 
which the defendant should charge as a 
reasonable compensation for its services as 
a common carrier. 

The defendant demurred, generally, and, 
as special grounds for the demurrer, set up 
that no power had been conferred upon the 
Council by the Legislature to regulate the 
rates of fare, and that the Legislatufe had 
conferred such power on the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners. 

The Superior Court sustained the demurrer 
to the declaration and the plaintiff, electing 
to stand by his declaration, his suit was dis- 
missed, with judgment against him for cost. 
He appealed to the Appellate Court. 

Points in Waterman’s Opinion. 

Mr. Justice Waterman delivered the opin- 
ion of the court in part as follows: 

‘A gtreet railway company is a common 
carrier of passengers forhire. June 26, 1890, 
the City Council passed an ordinance, which 
is still in force, Sec. 1 of which is as follows: 

That the rate of fare to be charged by 
any person, firm, company, or corporation 
owning, leasing, running, or operating street 
cars or other vehicles for the conveyance of 
passengers on any street railway within the 
limits of the City of Chicago for any distance 
within the city limits shall not exceed five 
cents for each passenger-over 12 years of 
age.’ * 

Justice Waterman then went into the 
vehicle law as applied to the case, showing 
that a regulation of fare was a rightful ex- 
ercise of the police power, and concluded as 
follows: 

“Defendant had no right to lay railway 
tracks in the streets of the city or to operate 
cars therein, except by permission of the 
city. In giving such permission the city 
could prescribe such conditions as to rates 
of fare as it saw fit. In the absence of any 
showing by defendant that it had directly or 
indirectly permission of the city to run cars 
in the street and charge a higher rate of fare 
than is prohibited by the general ordinances 
of the city, we think the demurrer of appel- 
lee was improperly sustained. We do not 
regard the railroad and warehouse act as 
applying to the operation of street railways 
within the limits of one cify. The judgment 
of the Superior Court ts reversed and the 
cause remanded,” 

Justice Gary Concurs. 

Mr. Presiding Justice Gary said: “ This

Building Guarded by Policemen. 


The vieinity of the building where the 
strike is in progress is guarded by twenty- 
five uniformed policemen and as many more 
plain clothes men, who seem to have little 
to do. The strikers appeared orderly and 
quiet. No fights or assaults were reported 
within three, blocks of the building. 

The officers of the unions are indignant 
because of a police order issued yesterday 


which prohibits strikers’ pickets from pa-, 


trolling the sidewalk in front of the build- 
ing. They declare the order is unwarranted, 
that the union men have been anxious to 
keep the peace, and that the only disturb- 
ances that have occurred have been caused 
by the non-union men, who wish to stir up 
trouble near the building so they may be 
sure of police protection. 

The strikers say they have the best of 
the situation. 

Strikers’ pickets reported to a meeting last 
night that the firm had twenty-five men at 
work to fill the places of 176 who walked out. 


Women Offer Their Aid. 


The women bookbinders in the employ of 
the firm, who are not organized, sent a com- 
mittee to the strikers last night, offering 
their moral and financial support if needed. 

Chairman Timblin of the Strike commit- 
tee said while he appreciated the motive 
there was no necessity for the women di- 
viding their scant earnings with the strik- 
ers, as they had ample funds to conduct the 
strike for at least six months without call- 
ing on the national or international organ- 
izations with which they are affiliated. 

Chairman Timblin, speaking of the situa- 
tion last night, said: | 

‘* We shall certainly win this strike. It is 
merely a question of time before the firm 
must give in. It has four of the best organ- 
ized unlons in Chicago to fight. The Typo- 
graphical Union alone forced the firm to 
terms over a similar issue some time ago. 
That union is now backed by the bookbind- 
ers, the pressmen, and the pressfeeders, We 
are satisfied with the situation as far as the 
ultimate end is concerned, but our men are 
complaining bitterly of the means used by 
the firm in conducting its end of the fight, 
and we also believe we are being unjustly 
treated by the police authorities. 


Do Not Countenance Violence. 


„% We do not countenance violence in any 
form, and we will help prosecute any of our 
men found guilty of assaulting any one while 
We do not need to 
resort to such means. Our union alone has 
$40,000 in the national treasury, and we can 
fight as long as the firm can. 

„The firm is trying to create the impres- 
sion that our men are responsible for the 
little trouble that has occurred over the 
strike. Our men have prevented assaults 
and riots within three blocks of the build- 
ing. Wecannot be responsible for individual 
fights that occur when the men meet away 
from here. 

“We asked Chief Badenoch for police 
protection several days ago and were as- 
sured at that time the police would take an 
impartial view of the issue. Today two of 
our men were arrested and were required to 
give heavy bonds before they were released 
in the police station. An hour later a non- 
union man threatened to shoot one of our 
men. He was promptly arrested, but was re- 
leased without bonds on the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Henneberry, a member of the 
firm. 

Think the Treatment Unfair. 

“ We do not think this is fair treatment. 
Late this afternoon two or three non-union 
employés of the firm flourished their re- 
volvers near the building, and declared that 
they had been given them by the firm and 
told to use them on the strikers. We re- 
ported this fact to the police, but the men 
were not afrested. Our pickets were driven 
away from the building and threatened with 
arrest whenever they appeared in Dearborn 
street between Van Buren and Harrison

VENEZUELA CABINET ACCEPTS TREATY 


Agreement Between Olney and Salis- 
bury Approved Subject to Rat- 
ification by Congress. 


[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Caracas, via Hayti, Dec. 9.—{Copyrighted, 
1896, by the New York Journal.}—The Cab- 
inet held another protracted session at the 
Casa Amarilla (Yellow House) today: 

It was devoted exclusively to the con- 
sideration of the treaty which has been 
agreed upon by Secretary Olmey and Lord 
Salisbury for the arbitration of the Guiana 
boundary dispute. At the close of the meet- 
ing it was announced that the Cabinet had 
formally accepted the treaty, subject to the 
ratification by Congress. 

That body does not meet in regular ses- 
sion until next February, but it is not im- 
probable that it will be specially called to- 
gether before then to act on this matter. 

The power of rejection reposes in it by 
constituted prerogative, but the action of 
the Cabinet today renders it all but certain 
that the agreement will be ratified. 

The press and public are generally adverse 
to the treaty. The main objection offered is 
that no provision is made for direct represen- 
tation of Venezuela on the arbitral tribunal. 
The sovereignty of the republic, it is further 
argued, is thus ignored. President Crespo 
and practically his entire Cabinet are con- 
vinced that Venezuela’s interests will not 
suffer at the hands of the American mem- 
bers of the tribunal, whoever they may be, 
and that direct representation is therefore 
not essential. 


C. A. BALDWIN KILLED ON A CROSSING 


Conductor of a Root Street .Electric 
Car Run Down While Waiting 
for a Train to Pass. 


Clinton A. Baldwin, No. 3830 Parnell ave- 
nue, a conductor on the Root street line of 
the Chicago City railway company, was run 
down and killed by a Rock Island passenger 
train at 10 o’clock last night at the Boot 
street crossing. 

When Baldwin’s car reached the crossing

Conductor William Hall came forward to 
find out what was the matter. He was met 
by one of the thieves, who, pointing a re- 
volver at his head, ordered him to go back 
on the train. 

The Thieves Depart. 

The thieves finding they could get nothing 
left and Engineer William Green pulled out 
at full speed. 

As the train pulled away Express Mes- 
senger Egan came to the shattered door of 
his car, intending to shoot at the marauders. 
No sooner did they see him, however, than 
they opend fire, and he fled behind a pile of 
boxes. The noise of the shooting attracted 
the clerks in the mail car, and they opened 
the doors, and a perfect fusillade followed. 

At midnight the police had made no arrests. 
The only clew they could get was from a 
citizen residing near Bates street crossing, 
where the holdup occurred. He said he 
heard the shots, and a few minutes later two 
buggies with three men in each came tear- 
ing down Bates street at full gallop. 

The place where the robbery took place was 
at the Bates street crossing. There is a 
deep cut there and the noise of the exploding 
dynamite was smothered by the cliffs at 
each side of the track.

Whole Police Force Aroused. 

As soon as the matter was reported at the

telephoned in a description of the men as 
near as he could, but owing to the fact that 
they all wore masks it was but meager. 

The news of the holdup soon spread 
throughout the city. Business-men gathered 
together in the lobbies of the hotels after 
the theater to discuss the affair. Some were 
in favor of organizing a vigilance committee 
for the purpose of putting down the epi- 
demie of crime that has flourished for the 
last three weeks. Scarcely a night has 
passed in that time but half a dozen citizens 
have been sandbagged and robbed and 
numerous houses burglarized. 

A reign of terror practically exists, and 
the police seem powerless to stop it.

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SPANISH RABBLE AT HAVANA THIRST 


Acting Consul-General Springer Is Un- 
easy and Wishes a Battleship Fiy- 
ing the Stars and Stripes Was in 


the Harbor—Bull Fight Arouses the 


Brutal Instincts of the People and 


They Are Restless and Threatening 


Message Partly Suppressed.

A gentleman connected with the Diario de 
la Marina newspaper told me that the gist 
of President Cleveland’s message had been 
received by the Havana newspapéts, but 
that the censor had prohibited publication, 
fearing that the warning to Spain to cease 
butchering would inflame the populace and 
cause attacks on Americans. 

Dr. Burgess, who has been here for years, 
and who is one of the nerviest men ever 
born under the Stars and Stripes, saye that 
the situation is graver than it has ever been 
before. 

Joe Springer, who has been in the Amer- 
ican Consulate office for twenty-six years, 
and is now acting Consul-General, intimated 
to me this morning that he wished Secretary 
Carlisle had accepted the proposition of 
Capt. vans ( Fighting Bob”) to come to 
Havana with the battleship Indiana to buy 
a box of cigars.

Soldiers Threaten Americans. 

I was with a small party of Americans 
last night in the Café de Hotel Inglaterra, 
a leading hotel. Two of the party speak 
Spanish. Nearly ell the chairs around the 
mall tables in the café were occupied by 
cividans and military officers, including 
tome common soldiers, who had attended 
the bull figtt during the day. Many copies 
of La Lucha supplement, which contained 
the account.of the reported death of Maceo, 
were being read and discussed. Suddenly 
one of the Americans said to the gentlemen 
with him:

Diseredit Maceo’s Death. 

A Cuban, though a loyal Spaniard, told me 
last night that the government officials ev- 
idently did not believe in the reported death

and give them something to talk about, take 
their minds off rioting, and let them think 
that the government would soon end the re- 
bellion. 

It is singular that Maceo, according to the 
report, Was killed near Punta Brava and 
that Weyler telegraphed to Havana yester- 
day from Artemisa for n say- 
ing that he had Macto hemm ‘TY Yana 
wanted to crush out the insurgents at once. 
But the Spaniards have wonderful powers. 

The character of the Spanish rabble can 
best de described by citing an incident of 
yesterday's bull-fight. Three bulls had been 
killed in accordance with the recognizer 
formula. The fourth bull was either so 
tame or tired that the professional mata- 
dores refused to kill t and went home. The 
mob then tore up the. benches and threw 
them with bottles and stones into the ring 
at the bull. The animal finally ran into its 
stall and the police locked the stable doors. 
The police were brushed aside by the mob, 
which clambéred from the seats to the ring. 
The bull was again driven into the inclosure 
and tormented and tortured. It was beatel: 
with sticks, stabbed and struck on all por- 
tions of its body with machetes by military 
officials, hit on the bead and neck with a 
hoe, its nose cut off, and one of its eyes 
gouged out.

New York Journal.]—Spain needed some con- 
solation, as Cleveland’s message was a bit- 
ter pill. All the newspapers comment on it, 
‘though the Ministers keep silence: 
II Heraldo declares’ ft is arrogance and 
haughty insolence to treat Spain as Bulgaria 
and Servia. It adds that Cleveland speaks 
to Spain in every tone except that of friend- 
ship, and his message throws a true light on 
everything Spanish governments have said. 
It recommends calm and patriotism until the 
full text of the declarations is known, and 
says in conclusion: 

‘Spain will share with no one the sover- 
eignty of her colonies.“ ‘ 

It is officially denied tonight that the Span- 
ish Government has ever submitted to Cleve- 
land a proposal by which the United States 
should induce the rebels in Cuba to lay down 
their arms. The Cabinet at the next meet- 
ing which was to have been held here to- 
morrow but is postponed, owing to the in- 
ness of Canovas, will discuss, it is under- 
stood, the relations of the United States and 
Spain with respect to Cuba, and great im- 
portance is attached to its deliberations. 

El Dia, commenting on the message, Says: 

“ "The United States does not recognize the 
rebels as belligerents, since it would con-

Dr. Francis M. Steward says an attempt 
was made to send Bensinger—a sane man— 
to the insane asylum to cover up the fact 
that he had been robbed and that drugs were 
used to accomplish this end. 

Because of Bensinger’s charges Solomon 
Mayer, who has safety deposit vaults at 
No. 220 North avenue, raises a ery of at- 
tempted blackmail and threatens Steward 
with trouble over the alleged loss, which, 
Mayer says, is no loss at all. These are a 
few of the things which Judge Clifford will 
be called upon to decide before the muddle 
of the gold is settled. 

Bensinger lived at No. 1662 Washtenaw av- 
énue until he was arrested as an alleged in- 
sane person. Since his release he has lived 
with Steward. Before his arrest the old Ger- 
man had a box in the safety deposit vaults 
of: Mayer, in which he says he had nearly 
$5,000 in gold. This money, says Bensinger, 
disappeared after he was incarcerated. in 
the. detention hospital. He proposes tochold 

yer responsible for his alleged loss. 
Mayer says Bensinger never had more than 
$400 in his life. 

Dr. Steward declares his faith in Bensing- 
er's story. It was through the physician’s 
efforts that the man was released from the 
Detention Hospital. 

Solomon Mayer said: ‘‘ For a year Ben- 
singer has had a box in our vault. Last 
spring he deposited $386, and of this sum 
he withdrew the greater part before his De- 
tention Hospital experience. 

“Karly in October Gustav Schulz, a 
neighbor of Bensinger, had him arrested 
and taken to the Detention Hospital on a 
charge of insanity. On Oct. 17 L. J. Rowe 
came here with a power of attorney from 
Bensinger. This they presented to my son, 
demanding access to the box of the old man. 
As they had the key and the document they 
were allowed to enter the vault.”

Frank 8. Baldy, a Bookkeeper, and 
Perry L. Smith, an Engineer, Both 
Unemployed, Take Their Lives. 


Frank S. Baldy, a bookkeeper, 45 years old, 
and unemployed, was found dead in a room 
in the Merchant Hotel, Clark and Lake 
streets, yesterday. Near the body was a 
partly drained bottle containing laudanum, 
indicating that the man had committed sul- 
cide. .The body was identified by Secretary 
Walton of the Calumet Gas company, for 
which Baldy had formerly worked.

AUTONOMY UNDER SPAIN REJECTED. 


Cabans Will Not Lay Down Their Arms 
on Such Terms. 

New York, Dec. 9.—Sefior Tomas Estrada 
Palma, delegate of the Cuban Republic to the 
United States, has given out, a statement 
in which he expresses his views of the Presi- 
dent’s message so far as it related to the 


Cuban question. 

He says the message, generally speaking, 
is in a great measure very depressive to 
Spain as an independent nation. President 
Cleveland declares without hesitation that 
the patience of the United States in waiting 
for Spain to end the contest has a limit; that 
the obligations to the sovereignty of Spain 
will be superseded by higher obligations; 
and that considerations of humanity and a 
desire to see a rich and fertile country, in- 
timately related to the United States, saved 
from complete devastation, will subserve 
the interests thus involved, and at the same 
time promise to Cuba and its inhabitants an 
opportunity to enjoy the blessings of peace. 

As to the inference contained in the mes- 
sage that the Cuban Government has now 
given up all attempt to exercise its func- 
tions, Mr. Palma cites recent acts of Gen. 
Gomez to the contrary. 

Mr. Palma says it is idle to talk of autono- 
my for theCubans. The atrocities practiced 
by the Spanish in the present war 
have deepened to such an  extert 
the political abyss between Cuba and 
Spain that it is absolutely impossible to fill 
it up with any sort of scheme which does not 
affirm the absolute independence of the Cu- 
ban people. Cuba has decided to get rid for- 
ever of the Spanish, rule, and her people 
count neither their enemies nor the many 
patriots who daily succumb to the struggle.

Washington D. C., Dec. &—When the 
great armored cruiser Brooklyn was placed 
in commission at the League land Navy- 
Yard the floating strength of Me personnel 
of the navy became greater than at any 

riod since the war, when an enormous 
number of sailors were required to man the 
600 or more ships in the navy. Of the 11,000 
men allowed by Congress all but 500 have 
been enlisted, and these will soon be secured. 
In the last three years an increase of 3,000 
men has been authorized, and in the next 
two years about 4,000 more will be required 
to equip the ships designed to be ready for 
gervice in that time. Of the total enlisted 
force probably 8,000 men are on ships in 
commission, while the remainder are on 
receiving vessels and training ships, and a 
few employed at the navy-yarde and other 
naval stations. With the Puritan in service

in a few days the hundred or more men now 


available will be drawn upon, and until Con- 
gress makes further provision for increasing 
the force it will not be possible to put an- 
other vessel in commission, unless some of 
those now in service are temporarily retired 
and the crews transferred elsewhere. 
Eighty per cent of the present enlisted 
force of the navy is of American birth, 
whereas ten years ago the majority of the 
pallors were foreigners. Reports from ships 
ghow that two-thirds of the petty officers 
are American also, and that most of these 
have come from the training ships at New- 
port. While the enlisted force is now suffi- 
clent to man all, ships in commission, the 
prospect of the lowa and three or four 
gunboats being ready for service in the 
Spring has impressed the authorities with 
the necessity of securing more men if the 
Service is to be kept on the present war foot- 
ing anc retain in commission all ships as 
as completed.

The attitude of 
the lover of books is not uncritical, yet it is 
chiefly receptive instead of being chiefly 
critical. “‘ To love a book is to have an in- 
timacy with it which opens the way to 
the heart.“ 

And just here the idea for culture comes 
in. Only those who read a good book in a 
loving, receptive mood can be fed by it. 
And culture is the result of intellectual and 
emotional feeding and digesting. ‘It is 
never an extension of ourselves by additions 
from without; it ie always enla 


ways a result The author am- 
plifies this truth thus: 


That which characterizes the man of culture 
is not the extent of his information, but the qual- 
ity of his mind; it is not the mass of things he 
knows, but the sanity, the ripeness, the 
of his nature. A man may have great knowledge 
and remain uncultivated; a man may have com- 
paratively limited knowledge and be genuinely 
cultivated. There have been famous scholars who 
have remained crude, unripe, inharmonious in 
their intellectual life, and there have been men of 
small scholarship who have found all the fruits 
of culture. The man of culture is he who has so 
absorbed what he knows that it is a part of him- 
self. This personal enrichment is the very high- 
est and finest result of intimacy with books. 

There is no humor in Mr. Mabie's book, 
but if he were in the humorous mood he 
would undoubtedly make fun of the idea 
of hastening culture by collegiate short 
cuts. Boys grown to man’s stature while 
you wait would be no more ludicrous than 
the “culture at a glance” tone of some 
deportment books or of some force-method 
schools. Culture is in its very nature a 
lifetime growth. A man can atquire in- 
formation with great rapidity, but no man 
can hasten its growth. If the fruit is forced 
the flavor is lost,“ and the essence of cult- 
ure is its flavor. 

Mr. Mabie admits that the rushing Amer- 
ican is prone to miss culture for lack of time 
—or rather because of misuse of spare time. 
After citing a number of instances like that 
of Lucy Larcom, who pinned scraps of lit- 
erature up by her Window where she was 
working the loom, he continues:

MARK HANNA AND MR. REED MEET. 


Speaker Receives a Call from the Na- 
tional Chairman. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—A ripple of in- 
terest swept over the House today when it 
became known that Speaker Reed was the 
recipient of a call from M. A. Hanna. 

The Chairman of the National committee, 
accompanied by Gen. Horace Porter of New 
York, who is to be Marshal of the inaugural 
Parade, dropped into the Speakers room 
at the House at I o‘clock.

INAUGURAL BALL IN MORE TROUBLE. 


Senate Resolution to Prevent the Use 
of the Library Building. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—In the Senate 
today Mr. Morrill [Rep., Vt. I offered a reso- 
lution evidently directed against the use of 
the new Congressional Library for the next 
inaugural ball; as has been proposed. The 
resolution recites that the new library shall 
not be used for any other purpose than li- 
brary purposes The resolution was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Library. 

Mr. Hanna and Representative Harmer of 
Pennsylvania, who is a member of the Com- 
mittee on Library, had a talk today con- 
cerning the use of the Library Building for 
the Inaugural ball. Mr. Hanfia said that he 
was surprised at the. opposition manifested 
against the project. Mr. Harmer assured 
him that the entire committee was not op- 
posed to it, and Mr. Hanna suggested that 
A minority report be made, so that Congress 
might vote upon the question in case the ma- 
jority of the committee reported against the 
balk The Library Building is the property 
of Congress, and a special act would have 
to be passed to permit its use for a ball. 

Mr. Quigg of New York, a member of the 
committee, says that it would cost $2,000 to 
remove the furniture and lay a floor suitable 
for dancing in the rotunda, and he Is opposed 
to the uge of the bullding. 


TO REVIEW RAND-M’NALLY LEASE, 


Secretary Carlisle Urges Congress to 
Take Action Immediately. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 0.—{Special.]— 
In a Communication to Congress today Sec- 
retary. Carlisle éalled attention to the neces- 
sity of immediate action for an appropria- 
tion for rent of the Rand-McNally Building 
at Chicago, now in use by certain officials of 
the government. 

In view of the faet that the present lease 
expires Jan. 1, 1897, said the Secretary of 
the Treasury, it is neeessary under the 
terms of the lease that the Treasury Depart- 
ment avail itself of the renewal on that > 
date. Immediate action should be taken by 
Congress for a specific appropriation of 
#18, 40 for one year’s rent of the building 
from March 28, 1807. 

** Provision should nied be made for 500 
square feet of additional floor space, and an 
appropriation of $500 for shelving and pigeon 
holes necessary to facilitate the transaction 
of public business.”’

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“| WORK ON A TARIFF BILL. 


an Members of the Ways and Means 
Committee fo Be Held for Consul- 
tation—Rough Draft of the New 
Measure to Be Completed This Ses- 
on — Dinster Bill Up in ‘the 
Senate. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—{Special.]}—The 
firat step toward the preparation of the new 
Republican tariff bill will be taken tomor- 
row evening. At that time the Republican 


members of the Ways and Means committee 


will meet for a prelimMary consultation to 
lay the foundation for future work. It is 
intended to have the rough draft of the bill 


‘completed during the present session 80 as 


to be ready for immediate consideration at 
the opening of the extra session. 

One of the Republican leaders on the com- 
mittee said this afternoon that a general 
basis of understanding had already been ar- 
rived at, and that the theory of the new 
measure was pretty well outlined already. 
There are two or three schedules in the pres- 
ent tariff law, as formulated in the Senate 
in the spring of 1804, which in reality require 
only mathematical computations to fit them 
for insertion in the new measure. 


Iron, Steel, and Textiles. 

The cotton schedule, for instance, is de- 
clared to be a scientific arrangement which 
in its general application ts perfectly satis- 
factory to the mill men, This will form the 
basis of the same schedule in the new law 
with only such changes as are necessary to 


-adjust it to suit the rest of the measure, 


The same thing is largely true of the iron 
and steel schedule, which was a direct sell- 
out on behalf of the Democrats, who were 
overawed by the threat of Senator Quay to 
speak a few hundred thousand words on the 
subject for the purpose of bringing them to 
reason. 

The principal portion of the Wilson bill 
schedule on manufactures of wool cap also 
pe put in shape with comparatively little 
trouble, the principal adjustment being made 
necessary by the fact that in the new Dill 
raw wool is to be given a tariff on the lines 
of the McKinley bill. The duties on iron 
and steel, cotton ang woolen goods will be 
enhanced somewhat by the intention of the 
Republican managers to restore the old tariff 
rates on coal for the purpose of cutting off 
the competition from Nova Scotia. 

With these three big schedules out of the 
way much of the preliminary work will be- 
come merely a matter for the tariff experts 
and computers, as it will be easy to arrive 
at the general principles on all this class of 
manufactures. 

Then, too, it has been found that there 
are large sections of the McKinley bill which 
can be adopted bodily so far as the wording 
goes, leaving changes to be made only inthe 
figures. The advantage of this arises from 
the fact that these paragraphs have been 
tested by the courts and judicial decisions 
obtained which render them free from tenes 
nical objections. 

Lamber and Farm Products. 

The principal revision is expected to be 
made on lumber and its products, and ag- 
ricultural products generally. Every one 
of the Western members is now insisting on 
a tariff schedule which shall protect farmers 
and cattle raisers particularly. They want 
better rates on eggs, potatoes, barley, and 
other fleld and farm products, and tariff to 
reduce the competition from Canada and 
Mexico on cattle, horses, sheep, and other 
domestic animals. 

The first difference of opinion in the com- 
mittee will arise now as heretofore over the 
distinction between the Eastern and Weat- 
ern ideas of the protective policy which 
cropped out at the last session in the con- 
struction @f the Dingley bill. At that time 
the Western members of the committee 
wishéd to include agricultural products in 
the articles to be given the benefit of 60 per 
cent of McKinley tariff, and they were for 
a time successful, but were beaten by the 
direct influence of Chairman Dingley himself 
who secured a change in the vote. 

It has’ been freely stated by some of the 
silver Republicans that if this favorable 
consideration of agricultural products had 
remained in the Dingley bill they would have 
allowed it to go through the Senate. 

The Western men will renew this same 
fight this year. They want a high tariff on 
all manufactured articles, but a compara- 
tively low tariff on farm products. This 1s 
especially true of the New England men, 
where farming has become almost a lost 
art. 

Silver Men Threaten. 

The silver men in the Senate have already 
given notice that the new Republican tarif? 
bill must contain ample protection for the 
Western farmer or fit will not secure their 
votes. They want good-sized duties not only 
on wool, but on cattle, sheep, hogs, farm 
products, dairy products, and even garden- 
sass. The sülver men are particularly stren- 
uous about this because, they say, many 
farmers in the West who are really for sil- 
ver voted against them because of their de- 
sire to secure protection on the articles 
they raise. 

In view of the fact that the silver men 
hold the balance of power in the Senate and 
that they are without exception from the 
agricultural districts of the West and South. 
with the exception of the purely mining 
States, where wool fs none the less a fac- 
tor, the new. tariff measure will, it is be- 
lieved, be soméwhat stiffer in its duties on 
agricultural products than was the case in 
the McKinley bill, at least as regards cer- 
tain schedules. 

Reciprocity will be made a distinct feature 
of the new tariff bill. A special effort wil! 
be made to perfect arrangements with other 
countries by means of which the direct prod- 
ucts of American farms may be admitted 
on favorable terms in return for concessions 
by this country on products not competine 
with our farmérs. 

The reciprocity feature of the McKinley 
hill was not only unexpectedly successful, 
but it proved popular among the farmers 
here, and so far as possible the idea will 
be adapted to the new measure on the gen- 
eral lines of the report made to the House 
last session by Mr. Hopkins of Illinois. 

Revenue the First Need. 

The Republican members of the Ways and 
Means committee who have been talked with 
already say they do not expect to prepare a 
measure which on the whole will carry as 
high duties as the McKinley law. The first 
need of the next administration wili be reve- 
nue, and revenue is impossible under prohibi- 
tive tariffs. 

The disposition of the sugar schedule de- 
pends largely upon how the rest of the bill 
works out and what the estimated revenue 
will be under it. 

The conference tomorrow evening will be 
held behind closed doors, and the Republican 
members of the committee say that they do 
not expect to do more than to agree on gener- 
al principles. They make no secret, how- 
ever, of their intention to frame a bill at the 
pregent session, and to secure this result they 
will as far as possible avoid all public hear- 
ings, which settle nothing and consume time. 

Both sides of the case were thoroughly 
gone over during the process of construction 
of the Wilson bill, especially in the Senate. 
and thousands of pages of testimony were 
taken while the McKinley law was being 
formulated. Conditions have not changed 
materially in regard to American manufact- 
urers since the McKinley law was created, 
and hence the committee has at its disposal 
all the evidenceit needs. The main question 
to be decided is as to the general rate of du- 
ties to be adopted and the relation between 
revenue and protection. 


DINGLEY BILL UP IN THE SENATE. 


Motion of Allen of Nebraska Adopted 
by a Decisive Vote. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—The Senate 
today by the decisive vote of 35 to 21 adopted 
a motion to take up the Dingley tariff silver 
bill. Unexpected and surprising as this ac- 
tion was it did not have the significance 
which the vote itself appears to convey. 
Immediately following it, Mr. Aldrich of 
Rhode Isiand, one of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Finance committee, moved to re- 
commit the bill to that committee, and this 
motion was pending when at 2 o’clock the 
morning hour expired and the entire matter 
lapsed as though no vote had been taken. 
Neither the bill nor the Aldrich motion to 
recommit enjoys any privilege or precedence 
as a result of the action today. It served, 
however, for some lively parliamentary 
fencing between Mr. Allen [Pop., Neb. , the 
author of the motion, and Messrs. Chand- 
ler, Hale, and Aldrich, as well as for an ex- 
position of the uncertain and shifty elements 
within the Senate when a vote is precipi- 
tated on an important public question. 
Mr. Allen firet as unanimous consent 
hat ee Wiebe bee © uD. and on Mr. Aldrich’ 
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The announcement of the vote was no less 
a surprise than Mr. Allen's first move. 


Aldrich Moves to Refer. 


Mr. Aldrich quickly interposed a motion 
to refer the bill to the Committee on Finance 
with instructions to report back the bill with- 
out the free silver amendment. This brought 
Mr. Allen to his feet in an energetic protest. 
He said the Republican party had prevailed 
at the recent election’ and was now looking 
forward to oifoatinn tariff. legislation. 
Throughout the campaign they had promised 
the people tariff. legislation. Why, there- 
fore, should they hesitate now? 

The Nebraska Senator declared that the 
Senators across the aisie did net want to 
take up the tariff question at all. 


Chandler Seores a Point. ’ 


Mr. Chandler responded, suggesting that 
the recent election had not only brought for- 
ward the tariff question, but had retired the 
silver question so far as independent action 
by the United States alone was concerned. 
He asked, therefore, whether Mr, Allen was 
ready in good faith to take up the Dingley 
bill and free it from the silver amendment, 

Mr. Allen replied that the silver question 
was far from settled by the recent election. 
Six million votes had been registered for 
silver. So far as the tariff was concerned, 
he wanted the Republicans to get into the 
saddle.“ Mr. Allen declared that the Re- 
publicans had abandoned the Dingley 2 * 

Nothing the kind,“ remarked 
Gallinger, sotto voce, from his seat. 

“It is so announted in Republican news- 
papers today,” declared Mr. Allen. 

Question for Allen. 

* Let me ask the Senator,” interposed Mr. 
Chandler, “if he is so anxious about tariff 
legislation will he ald to rid this bill of the 
silver amendment so that the original tariff 
measure can be acted upon.’ 

* will actin my own way,” responded Mr. 
Allen, without bowing my neck to the Re- 
publican yoke.” 

Mr. Aldrich and Mr. Allen indulged in a 
further, colloquy, the former endeavoring 
to secure a time for a final vote. 

He wanted a time fixed now or hereafter, 
but Mr. Allen declared it was futile to take 
a vote now when the Republican Senators 
had no idea of passing the Dingley bill in 
its original form. 


The Next Senate. 


Mr. Hale came into the debate with an in- 
quiry of Mr. Allen as to whether it was 
proper to proceed to tariff legislation now, 
when the Republican Senators expected to 
have a clear majority in the next Senate, 
capable of effectually conducting business. 

“Where will you get that majority?“ 
inquired Mr. Allen with laughter. 

said expegt.““ answered Mr. Hale. 
He went on to say that it was manifest that 
the Republican Senators were not in the 
position now that they expected to be in the 
hext Congress, and that it was manifest from 
this condition that more effective action 
could come later. 

Mr. Harris (Dem., Tenn.) moved a change 
of the Aldrich motion, omitting the instruc- 
tions, which was accepted. 

At this point the morning hour, which lasts 
until 2 o’clock, expired, and the heated con- 
troversy went over. This leaves pending 


‘the motion to refer the Dingtley bill to the 


Finance committee, but the motion has no 
privilege giving it preference tomorrow. 


Allen’s Motive. 


When asked to explain the motive of his 
motion to take up the Dirgley tariff bill 
Senator Allen replied: ‘‘ I had no motive, ex- 
cept, as we used to say in the army, to feel 
the enemy. I wanted to satisfy myself and 
the country as to the attitude of the Repub- 
licans towards this measure, which they 
have professed to be so anxious to have 
become a law, and I think I have at least 
succeeded in demonstrating that they have 
no intention of trying to do anything.” 

The Senator declined to say whether he 
would in any way révive the question, but he 
intimated that he probably would. 


OTHER PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE 


Number of New Bills and Resoluatious 
Presented. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—Mr. Frye, 
President pro tem. of the Senate, occupied 
the chair today in the absence of the Vice- 
President. 

Mr. Platt [Rep., Conn.] presented the re- 
port of the Joint Select committee of Con- 
gress relative to the question of alcohol 
used in the arte, etc., and offered a rsolution 
for a continuance of the committee. This 
was adopted. 

Senator Shoup of Idaho presented a bill 
prohibiting the formation of truste in pro- 
tected imported articles by providing for 
the placing of such articles on the free list, 
and also a bil to suspend the further 18- 


suance of paper currency of less denomina- 


tion than $10. 

Senator Chandler introduced a bill in the 
Senate for a 10 per cent reduction of the 
salaries of all Federal employés. 

Mr. Allen [Pro., Neb.] offered a resolution 
reciting that it is the settled doctrine that 
no State has the power to effect the integrity 
of contracts by legislation or otherwise. 

The bill providing free homesteads on pub- 
lic lands in Oklahoma Territory for actual 
and bona fide settlers and reserving the 
public lands for that purpose was made a 
special order to follow the immigration bill. 

The calendar was them taken up, the first 
bill being one appropriating 300,000 to rep- 
resentatives of Erskine S. Allen for an in- 
vention in breech- loading guns. The bill 
was passed. 

Efforts to secure an adjournment and an 
executive session were successfully resisted 
by Mr. Lodge, who succeeded in havi ng the 
immigration bill taken up. He yielded, how- 
ever, to à personal request from Mr. Gibson 
(Dem., Md.) for me to look into the bill 
and then at 2:20 the Senate went into execv 
tive session and soon after adjourned. 


DOZEN MINOR BILLS ARE PASSED. 


Three Hours’ Session Is Devoted to Re- 
dacing the Calendar. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—The House held 
a three-hour session today and passed a 
dozen bilis of minor importance. Among 
them were the following: 

To extend for five years the time in which

GOLD DEMOCRATS AT INDIANAPOLIS. 


National Executive Committee Meets 
Today to Pian for 1900. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 9.—{Special.J— 
While the gold Democrats, whose represen- 
tatives will meet here tomorrow to discuss 
the future of that wing of the Democratic 
party, will probably take some formal action 
to perpetuate the existence of the sound 
money Democratic organ‘zation, there is a 
general impression that the organization will 
not have a very enthusiastic following. The 
leaders in. the movement from Mr. Bynum 
down are giving out the impression that the 
gold Democrats offer a safe retreat for dis- 
satisfied members of the Republican party. 
In fact it is known that Bynum and his 
friends are counting on a large support 
from the Republican ranks in the future. 
These leaders, who have been patted on 
the back during the campaign, now be- 
lieve that they have the nucleus of a great 
national party. When spoken to on the sub- 
ject they confidently assert that before 1900 
there will be great losses in the Republican 
organization and that all who are alleged 
to be dissatisfied with the regular party will 
flock to the gold Democrats. It is this belief 
which gives them courage to decide on 
plans for continuing the gold Democratic 
organization. 
It is given out tonight that the Executive 
committee will hardly do more than fix 
permanent headquarters at this meeting. 
They have arranged for a banquet at the 
Bates House and there will be a speech by 
Henry Watterson. Letters received by By- 
num indicate that the gold Democratic Na- 
tional Executive committee will be well rep- 
resented. 
To offset the action of the gold Democrats 
the Indiana Popocrats also called a meeting 
for tomorrow. Alvin Clark, Chairman of the 
State Silver League, says they will start 
the ball rolling for the campaign for 1009. 
There is no lack of life in the Popocratic 
party in Indiana and the two wings of the 
Democracy show no signs of ever getting to- 
gether again in this State. 


HARRISON ON THE SENATORSHIP. 


Says He Ia Not a Candidate and Would 
Not Aceept the Office. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 9.—Ex+President 
Benjamin Harrison today settled the con- 
troversy as to whether he would allow his 
name to go before the Legislative caucus 
of Republicans for United States Senator by 
giving out an interview in which he says he 
is not a candidate, does not want the nomi- 
nation, and could not accept it. He was 
asked regarding the report that he had writ- 
ten a letter in which he had stated that he 

would not be a candidate. 

The General made the following answer 
in writing: 

“Tt is not true. I have written no such 
letter. But to every one who has spoken to 
me I havefrom the time of the first mention 
of the subject freely said not only that 1 
wes not a candidate, but that I did not want 
and could not accept the Senatorship. To 
remain in private life is my desire and my 
purpose. This purpose is not wholly selfish, 
for to those friends who have urged the too- 
friendly view that I could serve the coun- 
try * in public office, I have answered 
that I can probably do better service out of 
office: that what I might say or write on 
public questions as a private citizen will get 
more confidence. I shall also keep out 
of the contest as a meddler. My only in- 
terest is that of a citizen, proud of his State, 
and the only advice I have to give is that 
the Legislature shall choose a man who will, 
in the highest duties of the office, dignify the 
State and honor the country.“ 


WATTERSON ASSAILS CLEVELAND. 


Says the President Opposed His Nomi- 
nation at Indianapolis. 

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 7.— The Anzeiger con- 
tains a page interview with Henry Watter- 
son, in which the editor again hauls Presi- 
dent Cleveland over the coals. After ex- 
pressing the opinion that an ex-President 
ought always in his actions to show respect 
of the great distinction conferred upon 
him, Mr. Watterson said: 

It was, for example, scandalous in my 
opinion that Grover Cleveland, as ex-Presi- 
dent, practiced law in the Supreme Court 
of the United States, twa of the Judges of 
which had been appointed by him. The 
American people pay their President so lib- 
erally that it should not be necessary for 
him after his return to private life to exert 
himself to earn money.“ 

Continuing Mr. Watterson said that he 
was under obligations to Cleveland for ap- 
posing his nomination at Indianapolis: he 
had never expected to accept the nomination, 
so that Cleveland had done him a real kind- 
ness by hisopposition. When asked whether 
he had read that in certain circles there ts 
talk of the nomination of Cleveland in 1900. 
Mr. Watterson sald: 

No, I have not read that, but I do not 
need the assistance of newspapers to know 
that Grover Cleveland will be a Presidential 
candidate as long as he lives. The Presi- 
dency suits the man exactly, and if he lives 
to be a hundred years old he will never cease 
to be a candidate.”

F. W. Cornish, C. G. Trusdell, and Benja- 
min J. Cloes, a committee named by the 
Trustees of Lake Bluff, has granted to C. E. 
Loss a franchise to run an electric line 
through the village. Loss has agreed to 
have a road six miles in length, connecting 
Waukegan on the north with Lake Bluff on 
the south, in operation by June 1 next. 

Mr. Loss made this promise to the Lake 
Bluff committee immediately after a hearing 
with the Lake County Board. That body 
unanimously granted Mr. Loss a franchise 
for his line from the limits of South Wau- 
kegan to the limits of Lake Bluff. The two 
franchises will give the promoter the right 
of way to the southern boundary of Lake 
Bluff, and there for a little while the road 
will find its terminus. 

North Shore Line to Absorb It. 


There seems to be but little question that 
the intention is to have the Loss line ab- 
sorbed by the extension of the North Shore 
(Louderback) line when it shall have been 
completed to the point where the Lake Bluff 
line ends. The North Shore line has recently 
been extended from Davis street, Evanston, 
north through North Evanston and west- 
ward across the Northwestern railroad 
track evhere it taps the country about Grosse 
Point. 

Engineer Rudolph has surveyed for the 
Louderback interests a line running clear 
through to Milwaukee. The surveyed line 
has been followed and constructed some dis- 
tance beyond North Evanston, and there, 
upon great reels at the roadside, is electric 
cable enough for miles of the track: The 
surveyed line follows the ridge west of the 
Northwestern road through Winnetka, Glen- 
coe, and Lakeside, and then croses to the 
east before it reaches Highland Park. 


Hawkins Secures Right of Way. 


Frank P. Hawkins of Highland Park re- 
cently secured the right of way for the 
Louderback interests through Highland 
Park, Highwood, and Fort Sheridan. The 
original intention was to have the electric 
road run west of the steam railroad, but to 
accommodate the more thickly populated 
districts of Highland Park, which lie east of 
the tracks, the route was changed, and, as 
now projected, it runs through Linden av- 
enue to a int a block south of the High- 
land Park Military Academy, where it turns 
through Lincoln avenue to St. John avenue 
and along that thoroughfare by the principal 
stores of the city and the Northwestern de- 


pot. 

Mr. Hawkins said yesterday: It prob- 
ably will be the question of but a short time 
before an electric railroad will be running 
through all the towns and cities lying be- 
tween Chicago and Milwaukee. Mr. Loss’ 
road is well under way, and he has secured 
some valuable franchises on condition that 
the work be proceeded with at once. There 
is little doubt in my mind that he intends 
his road shall be absorbed by the North 
Shore road. Mr. Louderback has the pay- 
ing end of the system. 

As a passenger carrying line this electric 
railroad can hardly hope to compete with the 
Northwestern road for the patronage of 
through passengers, but it can secure a liv- 
ing return from a strictly local businessand 
by the carrying of people between the vil- 
lages, for the electric cars will of course run 
much more frequently than the Northwest- 
ern trains. The only thing I believe that has 
kept back the work from North Evanston 
northward has been the hard times. 

Built South from Milwaukee. 


“In addition to the right of way secured 
by Mr. Loss a franchise has been obtained 
by Milwaukee capitalists for an electric road 
extending from that city southward to 
Waukegan. They already have constructed 
as far as the first station this side of Mil- 
waukee. Inasmuch as the road projected 
by the north shore interests is to reach ul- 
timately to Milwaukee it undoubtedly is the 
intention of the Milwaukee capitalists to

There already is under operation in Wau- 
kegan an electric railroad which runs from 
the city’s center to South Waukegan.

Company—Making an Effert to Keep 
the Pool Together.. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 9.—[Special.}—The 
members of the Bessemer steel pool met to- 
day in the offices of Sales Commissioner 
George 8. Driscoll to consider the resigna- 
tion of the Bellaire Steel company and hear 
| the charges of agreement violation against 
the Carnegie Steel company. The meeting 
continued in session until 6:30 in the even- 
ing, when an adjournment was taken. 

It was decided to hold an evening session, 
but this was afterward changed and a meet- 
Ing will be held tomorrow instead. 
President L. 8. Bent of Steelton, Pa., pre- 
sided. Every firm in the pool except the 
Bellaire Steel company was represented. 
It telegraphed that it was done with the 
pool forever. The Carnegie, Illinois, and 
other large companies wanted to accept the 
resignation and continue the organization 
independent of the Bellaire company, which 
they said was too small to cause the pool 
any trouble. The matter was debated all 
afternoon, some of the other members claim- 
img that the Bellaire company is cutting the 
pool price and assisting the Shoenberger 
Steel company of Pittsburg to break the 
combination. It was thought that the anger 
of the Bellaire company might be appeased 
and until the officers could be communicated 
with it was decided to wait another day 
— 2 voting on whether the pool shall dis- 

a 


Defends the Carnegie Company. 

President Leishman of the Carnegie com- 
pany made a statement in defense of the 
charges of breaking faith. 

At the conclusion of his talk he left the 
meeting in order to give the members a 
chance to express themselves as they pleased 
about the Carnegie company. 

In connection with the withdrawal of the 
Bellaire company an interesting rumor is 
going the rounds. It is to the effect that the 
Hainesworth Steel company and Ohio Steel 
company of Youngstown went into a deal 
to break the pool, being diseatisfied with the 
action of the Carnegie and Illinois firms. 
The Bell@ire company was the one selected 
to withdraw. This was done, as it was the 
smallest concern and had the least to lose 
in a monetary way. This woyld then give 
the Hainesworth and Ohio companies a 
chance to go out and lose nothing, after 
which they would square their accounts 
with the Bellaire company. 

It is stated that W. P. Snyder of the 
Hainesworth company Caught the Carnegie 
company shading figures and carried his 
information to President Leishman of the 
Carnegie company, who inquired what the 
cost was, and being told $5,000 drew.a check 
yada amount and disposed of the inci- 

Smaller Concerns Allege Bad Faith. 

The smalier interests in the pool feel that 
they have been hoodwinked by the larger 
interests, and in particular at the New York 
meeting several weeks ago they allege the 
Carnegie firm stated it was anxious to have 
the pool held together, it made concessions 
to almost all-comers, and then went out of 
the meeting, cut prices, and took orders al- 
most for a year ahead. These matters were 
ali ventilated at the meeting.

American Tobacco Company Charged 
with Being a Monopoly. 

New York, Dec. 9.—[{Special.J—An action 
to annul the articles of incorporation of the 
American Tobacco company, brought in the 
name of the Attorney-General of New Jer- 
sey in behalf of John R. Millerand Franklin 
Miller of Newark, was begun before Vice- 
Chancellor Reed in the Chancery Court, 
Jersey City, today. The suit is brought on 
the ground that as the American Tobacco 
company is a monopoly in the manufacture 
of cigarets its charter has been violated and 
is forfeited. 

Montreal, Dec. 9.—J. M. Fortier, cigar and 
tobacco manufacturer, has taken criminal] 
action against the American Tobacco com- 
pany of Canada, of which J. Buchanan Duke 
of New York is the principal stockholder. 
The company made contracts by which its 
customers bound themselves not to buy from 
any other manufacturers, and this comes 
within the limits of the conspiracy act. The 
maximum fine is $10,000.

Rockefeller Syndicate Forces Owners 
to Sell or Lie Idle. 

Ironwood, Mich., Dec. 9.—[{Special.}—The 
scheme of the Rockefeller syndicate to gain 
control of the mines in this section is rapidly 
developing.

© Representatives of Illinois. In some 
they willhave more.

They 
vote to confirm or reject the nomina- 
of the President for all Federal 
udges, ‘for foreign Ambassadors and Min- 
sters, and all executive officers. 
A member of the Lower House can be 
dropped at the end of two years if he does 
not satisfy his constituents. A Senator is 
out of the popular reach for six years. That 
is an excellent reason why the selection of a 
Senator should be made thoughtfully and 
deliberately and why no man should be 
chosen who is not known to have the neces- 
sary qualifications, at least in a respeera ble 
degree. 
It may be well to state the mental equip- 
ment the Senator should possess, because 
the cheap politicians, the spoilsmen, and 
many persons belonging to neither of those 
classes, and who ought to know better, have 
wrong ideas on this very important sub- 
ject. They believe that a Senator is the 
agent of those of his constituents who be- 
long to the same party and is selected to look 
after their private interests, They look to 
him to wiggle them into offices and sinecure 
positions. If they have trumped-up claims 
against the Federal Government they ex- 
pect the Senator to put them through Con- 
gress in a relief bill” or induce the Trenas- 
ury officials to pay it. They regard him as 
chiefly a claim agent with superior advan-

The new Senator from Illinois should be : 
at home as to all these topics. He should 
not be a person who votes as his file leader 
does, or who has to go to a “ steering com- 
mittee to know which side of a question 
he must be on. 

A Senator should not only have sound 
views, but he should be able to express 
them intelligently and forcibly on the floor 
of the Senate. He should be able to make 
a good speech, showing knowledge of the 
subject, And it will be better still if he is 
quick of thought and prompt of answer 
and can shine in a running debate, of which 
there are so many in the Senate. 

There will be many opportunities next 
year for a Senator who is thus equipped to 
utilize to advantage those qualifigations. 

Soon after the 4th of March the important 
revenue and tariff question will come up 
for consideration and action. More rey- 
enue must be obtained and in the way least 
burdensome and least injurious to the peo- 
ple. The present patchwork tariff must be 
carefully and intelligently revised in such 
a way as to increase as little as possible the 
cost of the necessaries of life to the masses 
and to avoid trust and monopoly breeding. 

A man who knows little or nothing about 
national taxation and ‘tariffs is not the kind 
of person Illinois needs in the Senate. He 
would be no fitting representative of her 
people and her interests. He might be ig- 
norant enough to favor legislation like that 
of 1890. In that year a tariff law was en- 
acted which was not the work of the man 


whose name it usually bears; but of greedy 


trusts and overreaching syndicates, which 
were wrongfully given a free hand, and they 
constructed it to serve their own selfish j in- 
terests. 

In consequence of those mistakes the Re- 
publicans were overw helmingly defeated in 
1890 and 1802. It elected Cleveland and a 
free trade Congress. It brought on, indi- 
rectly, the panic from which business is re- 
viving slowly. A repetition of the 1890 
tariff blunders would lead to a repetition of 
the Republican disasters of 1890 and the 
succeeding years. That would be very un- 
desirable, but a Senator ignorant of political 
history and statesmanship might vote to 
bring it about. 

The new Senator from Illinois will have 


to pass on questions of national currency 


reform and the dangerous endless chain 
and modifications of the national bank sys- 
tem. The trusts, seeking to avoid competi- 
tion and by monopoly to secure oppressive 
prices for their goods and wares, ha ve to be 
ropressed and dealt with. The inter-State 
commerce law must not be so amended as 
to allow a monster pool to prevent healthy 
competition and lead to extortionate charges 
on the public. The bloody strife in Cuba 
must be ended somehow before that quasi 
American State is utterly ruined. 

These are among the subjects that will 
have to de dealt with by the new Senator 
from IIlinois, as they are all coming up at 
the extra session next spring. It would be 
better the new Senator had had some par- 
liamentary training. Two years or more 
spent in the House gives a man an acquaint- 
ance with governmental affairs which is of 
the greatest value. Generally an inex- 
perienced Senator is a mere cipher in that 
body for several years. That which is need- 
ed in a new Senator is at least general 
knowledge about national affairs, national 
finances, revenue, and taxation—a knowl- 


‘edge of principles and of laws rather than 


of minute facts is necessary.

THE CUBAN WAR OF INDEPENDENCE. 

The Declaration of Independence of the 
United States of America sets forth cer- 
tain great principles in the following mem- 
orable words: 

We hold these truths to be self-evident: that all 
men are created equal; that they are endowed by 
their creator with certain inalienable rights; that 
among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit df 
happiness; that to secure these rights govern- 
ments are instituted among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the governed; 
that whenever any form of government becomes 
destructive of these ends it is the right of the peo- 
ple to alter or abolish it, and to institute a new 
government, laying its foundation on such prin- 
ciples, and organizing its powers in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their 
safety and happiness. When a long train 
of abuses and usurpations, pursuing invariably 
the same object, evinces a design to reduce them 
under absolute despotism, it is their right, it is 
their duty, to throw off such government and to 
provide new guards for their future security, 

The same state of things which justified 
the Declaration of Independence by the 
thirteen United States of America in Con- 
gress, July 4, 1776, exists in this year of 
grace, 1896, right off our own shores in an 
island only sixty miles away, so near us 
that it seems as if at some time it had been 
part of our mainland. For three-quarters 
of a century it has been a quasi-commer- 
cial American State, The President in his 
message says: 

It is reasonably estimated that at least from 
$30,000,000 to 850,000. 000 of American capital are 
invested in plantations and in railroad, mining, 
and other business enterprises on the island. The 
volume of trade between the United States and 
Cuba, which in 1889 amounted to about $64,000,000, 
rose in 1893 to about $103,000,000, and in 1894, the 
year before the present insurrection broke out. 
amounted to nearly $96,000,000. 


And he might have said that any policy 
of waiting will result in the total loss of 
that fifty millions. Our commerce with 
Ouba is as much as with the American 
State of Louisiana. The American cap- 
ital which is invested there has made Cuba 
productive and developed its resources. 
Spain has stepped in and utilized this de- 
velopment for its own advantage and seized 
the gains and products due to American 
capital. It has taxed the Cubans to the 
last point of endurance to maintain its sink- 
ing finances, It has misgovernod them by 
the practice of barbarous and cruel acts of 
despotism such as have in the past lost it 
all of its Central and South American pos- 
sessions, It holds Cuba only because it isan 
island, If ever under the terms of our own 
Declaration of Independence a people were 
deserving of official recognition in their 
struggle “to throw off such government 
and so provide new guards for their future 
security it is the Cuban people. 

The people of Cuba are Americans. 
They are the oldest of Americans. They 
antedate Plymouth Rock by a century and 
a half. These Americans have suffered 
more from Spanish overtaxing and plunder 
than the people of New York City have suf- 
fered from the Tammany thieves, . Cuba 


has existed for Spain only as a means for 
} Neger ae mpg en, fee

tion to all this, Spanish government has 
been characterized by oppression and per- 
secution, and when the Cuban Americans 
| have riven against it Spain has sought to 
put them down by brutalities and atroci- 
ties unknown to civilized warfare 

All these facts are practically admitted 
by Mr, Cleveland, and yet these facts ex- 
isted when Congress passed its resolution 
last spring. His message may be taken 
as an answer to that resolution, but it is 
lame, impotent, and miserable from every 
point of view, so far as action is concerned. 
While he concedes that the facts are even 
stronger than when the resolution was 
passed he practically admits he is not will- 
ing to do anything, but will leave it to his 
successor to act. Congress must not waste 
any time in talking or in discussion. It 
should act at once by peremptorily ordering 
the President to stop this infamous and 
infernal Spanish war against the Amer- 
icans in Cuba. It need not ask for any 
stronger warrant than our own Declaration 
of Independence. 


HAS THE EASTERN QUESTION BEEN 
SOLVED! 

A circumstantial statement comes from 
Europe to the effect that the deadlock of 
the European powers on the Turkish ques- 
tion has at last been broken, and that Great 
Britain, Russia, and France, with the in- 
dorsement of Germany, Austria, and Italy, 
have united to compel the Sultan of Turkey 
to carry out the reforms he so often has 
promised to make. It is given out that no 
partition of Turkey is contemplated. While 
its integrity will be maintained it will be 
reduced to a condition of vassalage, and kept 
under the joint supervision of the powers. 
If the Sultan refuses to accede to this 
scheme then the war vessels of the powers 
will proceed to Constantinople, and he will 
be compelled to yield by force. 

This is the substance of the new scheme’ 
to bring Turkey to terms, It is not yet cer- 
tain whether the news is correct. It is to 
be hoped, however, that it is. If it should 
prove so it will be gratifying to the world 
to learn that after the long period of crim- 
inal inactivity maintained by the European 
powers they have at last awakened to a 
sense of their duty to humanity. What- 
ever fhey may-do, however, will amount to 
nothing if they listen to promises, and leave 
the administration of the reforms demanded 
in the hands of the Sultan or his Cabinet. 
They are not to be trusted, as experience 
has repeatedly shown. The only way td ob- 
tain good results is to establish a Board of 
Control, as was done by Great Britain in 
Egypt, and place in its hands everything re- 
lating to the army, the police, the courts, 
the taxes, the finances, etc., and for once 
in the history of the unspeakable Turk 
secure an administration based upon the 
principles of humanity, justice, and modera- 
tion, for the Turks are conservative sav- 
ages, unreformable and irreclaimable. 

Such an administration should have 
special reference to Turkey in Asia rather 
than to European Turkey, for the Turk in 
Europe ought to have been driven out long 
ago. So far as European Turkey is con- 
cerned the Snitan and his Cabinet should 
be made absolutely subject to this Board of 
Control; Greece should be allowed an ex- 
tension of its territory; Austria and Bul- 
garia should have a slice of the Turkish ter- 


ritory, and Constantinople should be made 


a free city. The Turk in Europe thus be- 
ing disposed of and curtailed of power, 
Syria, Armenia, and the rest of Turkey in 
Asia could be run by this Board of Control, 
and those unfortunate provinces whic’ 
have been so long harried by the Turkish 
monsters of cruelty would be given a grate- 
ful rest from fire and sword, It is to be 
hoped the news from Europe is true, but 
it is almost too good for belief.

THE NARROW TIRES MUST GO. 

The proposal in the City Council to im- 
pose on vehicles a graduated tax that will 
discriminate against narrow tires to such 
an extent that they will become an ex- 
pensive luxury meets the approval of all 
who appreciate the importance of the cru- 
sade. It is obvious that every street pave- 
ment, whether wooden block, brick, macad- 
am, asphalt, or granite, has a certain fixed 
power of resistance to pressure. This varices 
insome pavements, When the wooden block, 
for instance, becomes wet the fibers soften, 
and the resisting power is less than when the 
fibers are rigid. The same is true toa less 
extent of other pavements. It would be 
more accurate therefore to say that there 
is a maximum and minimum power of re- 
sistance to pressure, but the minimum only 
can be considered in determining the use 
to which a street is to be subjected, At any 
given point in a street, therefore, when a 
pressure is brought to bear that is greater 
than the resisting power of the pavement 
subjected to it, something must give way, 
and it is fairly demonstrable that the sorhe- 
thing is the pavement. 

An immense damage has been caused in 
the past by this unequal ratio of weight to 
pavement resistance, and the present ten- 
dency is to augment the evil rather than les- 
sen it. Teamsters are coming more and 
more to attach three, four, or even more 
horses to the wagon that was formerly 
hauled by two, and to increase the weight 
of the load in proportion to the increase in 
propelling power. This mistaken effort at 
petty economy is practiced at the expense of 
the pavements. The excessive weight, 
coupled with the continued use of the nar- 
row tires, breaks up the streets into ruts and 
all sorts of fantastic declivities, and results 
in a damage that costs millions of dollars 
to repair. It is estimated that the total 
abnormal damage to pavements, the excess 
caused by narrow tires and overloading, 
amounts to more than the total value of the 
horses, wagons, harness, and the wages of 
the dyivers. 

One outspoken advocate of the narrow 
tire has appeared in we person of W. J. 
Clizbe, manager of a w@gon manufacturing 
concern. He asserts that “a tire two and a 
half inches wide slips over an obstruction 
it meets in a street, but a four-inch tire 
rides down such an obstruction,” and finally 
concludes that a four-inch tire is more de- 
structive to a pavement than a 
tire two and one-half inches wide, 
Mr. Clizbe has not informed himself 
on the facts, and can safely be left to the 
humiliation he will surely feel when he 
looks up the subject and thus discovers the 
absurdity of his statement. The relative 
destructiveness of wide and narrow tires 
is not open to discussion. That is settled 
problem in so far as the advantage to wide 
tires is concerned, If a tire can be im- 
agined as narrow as a knife blade and an- 
other the width of several feet it is a clear 
proposition that as tires increase in width 
from that of the knife blade to that of the 
other extreme their destructiveness to the 
pavements must decrease in exact ratio, 
The wider tires ride over the surface, while 
the narrower keep up a constant wedge-like 
action in all the little interstices, prying 
open cracks, chipping off the edges, and 


cutting out ruts. 
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from cutting ruts in the driveways, or other · 
wise harming them. In fact, those wide 
tires rather benefit the roads by 9 
them smooth and hard on the surface. 
None of the heavy three and four horse 
trucks used on the city streets should have 
tires on’ their wheels not less than six 
inches in width. It would prevent cnor- 
mous. damage to the pavements every year. 

The Connell has permitted these men who 
run teams that haul heavy loads not only 
the free use of the streets, but the right to 
destroy them. It is time the abuse waa rad- 
ically checked. The teamsters themselves 
would be the first to encourage such a move- 
ment if they realized the true effect on their 
own interests. The pavement is laid at 4 
heavy expense to make the streets safe and 
easy for traffic, and then these tea tus come 
along with their heavy loads and narrow 
tires and break up the pavement to such an 
extent that the streets are rendered 
almost impassable. The direct financial loss 
falls on the property-owner, but the team- 
sters also suffer in the end to a greater de- 
gree than their savings by excess of loads 
can pay for. 

It is imperative that the evil be eradicated, 
either by regulating the size of the loads or 
the width of the tires. The latter is the 
simpler methed, The Council must not be 
deterred from doing its plain duty in this 
matter by the short-sighted pleas for ‘self- 
interest made by the teamsters, The prop- . 
erty-owners pay the bills and eleet the Ald- 
ermen, and. they should be heeded now in 
preference to the teamsters. The Aldermen 
have an opportunity here to take action in 
favor of the whole people as against a lim- 
ited portion of the community. 


LEAVE RUSH STREET BRIDGE ALONE 

Yerkes, the street-grahber, wants. an- 
other loop in the business district. The 
advantage of a “loop” is that cars can 
move more rapidly and more trips can be 
made with the same number of cars, This 
enables the company to drop a car or two, 
saving the wages of two or more men, 
As many passengers ate carried as before 
at less expense to the company. 

In order to make this latest loop the cor- 
morant who occupies Chicago streets and 
thus gets the money with which to build 
himself a costly house in New York de- 
sirés to get hold of a part of Rush street 
and of Rush street bridge. 

That cannot be permitted. Rush street 
bridge is the only one on the main river 
which is not in Mr. Yerkes’ clutches, That 
is the only bridge of which vehicles, heavy 
and light, have the unobstrueted use. It 
is an immense structure, of greater travel 
capacity than any other in the city, and yet 
it is crowded continually. 

That bridge is now the only driveway for 
light vehicles connecting the North and 
South Side boulevards. It is also the main 
artery sfor the tremendous traffic carried 
on between the North and South Divisions, 
This is the bridge, worked to its fullest 
capacity now, which the Aldermen are to 
be asked to turn over to the owner of most 
of the bridges across the river and its two 
branches. 

It will be claimed that the public will be 
accommodated by the donation of Rush 
street bridge and a portioh of that over- 
crowded business thoroughfare, Michizan 
avenue. Granting for the sake of the argu- 
ment that some people will be convenienced 
a little, many more will be incommoded a 
great deal. " 

The rule of conduct of the Aldermen 
should be “the greatest géod of the great- 
est number.” If the franchise which is 
to be asked for were granted by them local 
commercial interests would suffer inealcu- 
lably. The monetary loss inflicted would 
be inconceivably greater than any possible 
gain to that portion of the public which 
might use this projected loop. 

But the accommodation of the public is 
not what Yerkes has in view. He wishes 
to be able to operate some of his lines more 
cheaply and at the same time to put it out 
of the power of any possible future com- 
petitor to get hold of the only free bridge 
that is left. 

For the purpose of ministering to his own 
„greatest good,” he being the greatest 
number“ in his own eyes, Yerkes will ask 
the Council to restrict the transportation 
facilities between the North and South Di- 
visions when they are inadequate now, In 
order that he may save the wages of a few 
mend hie is desirous to choke up, to gorge, the 


only free channel left to private and busi- 
+ 


ness vehicles. 

This must not be permitted. The Alder- 
men from the five North Side wards, and 
especially those from the Twenty-fourth, 
must fight this audacious grab-game tooth 
and nail. They must fight for Rush street 
bridge as energetically and successfully as 
the better members of the Council did in 
obedience to the demands of Tue TRIBUNE 
for Jackson street bridge. 


THE NEW GOVERSMENT BUILDING, 

Postmaster IIesing has declined to ap- 
prove the plans submitted by Architect 
Cobb for the new Government Building so 
far as the portion of it intended for post- 
office purposes is concerned. The Postmas- 
ter insists that a radical modification of the 
plans shall be made, by which the entire 
first and second floors and a portion of the 
basement shall be left simply as a four- 
walled space, without rooms, partitions, ele- 
vators, or pillars, and that this space shall 
be arranged and utilized for postoliice work 
as the officials themselves shall elect. So 
far as the interior arrangement of the new 
building is concerned Mr. Hesing is all 
right. He has had experience both in the 
old building and the temporary one, the lat- 
ter having been laid out to meet his sugges- 
tions, and he is therefore more competent 
than any architect can hope to be to decide 
what interior arrangements will best adapt 
themselves to the postoflice business, The 
temporary, building on the Lake-Front is 
unquestionably the most perfect postotfice 
in this country so far as its adaptability for 
the government postal business is concerned. 
This should be the first essential in the new 
building and Mr. Hesing’s suggestion should 
be adopted at once. 

Apart from the interior arrangements 
there is another question with which of 
course Mr. Hesing has nothing to do, and 
that is, How shall the exterior be construct- 
ed? In the first place, there should be no 
gingerbread work. This is to be a business 
building, not a temple nor a conservatory. 
The plan of old-fashioned, thick, heavy 
walls should be abandoned. The day has 
gone by for such structures as the city and 
county buildings and the old postoflice, 
with their enormously heavy walls and little 
windows set back in the solid masonry, like 
embrasures in fortifications. Such walls 
are not only very expensive, but, owing to 
the window features, the rooms are peculiar- 
ly deficient in light and ventilation, which 
are essential to the health and even to the 
lite of those employed, who now carry on 
business in black rooms, where gas or elec- 
tric light is needed allday. Where there is

MACEO’S LOSS NOT IRREPARABLE. 

The report that Gen. Antonio Maceo had 
been killed was received with rejoicing in 
Spain entirely out of proportion to the 
effect of the incident on the Cuban insur- 
rection. Even if it should prove that this 
time his death is final, Spain would have 
no cause for such an exuberant outburst of 
thankegiving, as if the war were ended. 
Maceo has proved himself to be a com- 
mander of marked ability and the loss of his 
genius and strategic skill would be serious 
to the Cuban forces, but it would not be in 
any sense a decisive factor in the contest. 

The death of no one man can determine 
the fate of an uprising which has behind it 
the hearts of the people. Maceo’s death 
would not stop this war. Some other man 
would be pressed forward into his place. 
This is a last stand for freedom by a people 
oppressed and downtrodden by the rule of a 
cruel and despotic government, and no in- 
dividual or set of individuals controls the 
patriotism of the Cuban army, which will 
create new leaders, new Generals, new 
strategists by the power of its widespread 
entBusiasm and the justice of its cause as 
fast as the Spanish army may shoot down 
the old ones, The same situation arose fre- 
quently in the War of the Rebellion. Lead- 
ers and commanders of great public reputa- 
tion fell in battle and were replaced in most 
cases successfully by men who were previ- 
ously unknown to the mass of the people or 
the armies. This was a common experi- 
ence on both sides in that contest and is a 
common experience in nearly all wars. 

If Maceo or Gomez or any other of the 
present leaders of the Cuban patriots is 
killed, or if all of the present leaders are 


killed, the Cuban forces will fight on under 


new leaders until the Cuban army is anni- 
hilated or Spain gives up the contest. This 
war is to a finish and all the indications 
point to a finish that will bring freedom at 
last to Cuba. , 
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PROF. ELLIOTT’S AFRICAN EXPEDITION. 

The people of Chicago and of the country 
at large are to be congratulated upon the 
report just made by Director F. J. V. Skiff of 
the Field Columbian Museum to the effect 
that the collecting expedition sent by that 
institution into Africa has been successfully 
completed and that as a result this city 
will have within its borders the finest col- 
lection of specimens of African animals 
that exists for exhibition purposes in the 
World. 

Prof. Daniel G. Elliott, the head of the 
Columbian Museum's Zodlogical Depart- 
ment, conducted the collecting party, and 
with him Mr. C. R. Akely, the institution’s 
taxidermist, and it is not too much to say 
that the great results were achieved in the 
face of dangers and difficulties which would 
have turned back many men with their 
mission uncompleted. The Somali land, 
lying south of Abyssinia, was traversed to 
a distance of 500 miles southwest of the 
coast. The party of men and drove of cam- 
els accompanying the Chicago collector 
were the largest that ever set out on a sim- 
ilar expedition. The start was made from 
Berbera, and before the return to that place 
there had been collected enough specimens, 
archwological and zoBlogical, to fill sixty 
great packing cases. Among the collected 
representatives of animal life are many 
which heretofore have found no place in the 
museums of the world. Some species were 
found of the existence of which the leader 
of the expedition was in ignorance, and 
which, when classified, may be found to 
have been unnamed hitherto by scientists, 

The sufferings of this party under the 
leadership of the Chicago professors of sci- 
ence were not slight, The heat throughout 
the entire journey was severe in the ex- 
treme, the thermometer going frequently 
beyond 120° and not often falling lower 
than 110°. There was a great scarcity of 
water, and during a part of the journey the 
members of the expedition just escaped per- 
ishing from thirst. Prof. Akely received 
sixteen wounds in an encounter with an 
infuriated leopard. In the face of all this 
the expedition returned with a mass of ma- 
terial, which will be prepared as rapidly as 
possible for exhibition in the proper depart- 
ments of the Columbian Museum. 

One of the interesting things disclosed by 
the journeyings of the Chicago scientists is 
the utter unreliability of the maps which 
purport to trace accurately the physical 
features of that part of Africa traversed. 
The trouble arises, doubtless, from the fact 
that but few white men have gone into the 
eountry to any great distance, and the few 
who have done so have given totally differ- 
ent reports of the “ lay of the land.” 

Prof. Elliott accomplished his work for 
Chicago well, He carried the expedition to 
a successful completion, notwithstanding 
the fact that the low fever common to the 
hot climate was upon him during a large 
part of his journeyings, and for his labor 
and fortitude he deserves honor. 
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Joun Borp THACHER, who almost became 
a candidate for Governor of New York and 
who has achieved other public distinctions, 
has received a medal from Germany for his 
work at the World’s Fair. It is not stated 
what kind of a medalitis. Mr. Thacher’s 
work at the Fair was of a sort that clamored 
loudly for recognition from somebody 
through the medium of a medal, ahd it is to 
be hoped that Germany has made the most 
of this opportunity by putting only the best 
quality of leather into the gift.

LAND CLAIMANTS PUTTING BARBED 


WIRE AROUND THEIR TRACTS. 


Proceeding on the Maxim That Posses- 
sion Is Nine Points in the Law-—In- 
closures Not the Result of Concerted 
Action—Whe Are Placing Barriers 
to Trespassers t- Extension of Street 
Paving Interests Property-Owners— 
Projected Work for Spring.

Acting on the maxim that possession is 
nine points in the law, the owners of each 
of the big land claims on the lake-front 
north of Chicago River are fencing in the 
tracts, and within a week there will be no 
land there except what is held by the 
chty. 

This work was begun four or five days ago. 
Half a dozen men are engaged in fencing in 
each tract. Heavy posts, ten feet apart, 
two boards, and three strands of barbed 
wire is the average pattern. The boundaries 
extend from the house line entirely to the 
new plaza line recently located on the arti- 


ficial shore line by the city, which is being

COMPLETES HIS APOSTOLIC WORK, 


Trustee Braden Finishes the First Act 
in His Reorganization Scheme. 

Evening Post: Trustee Braden yesterday 
completed the first act in his conspiracy to 
reorganize the Drainage Board for extras, 
stratagems, and spoils [with the aid of the 
Democratic members]. As soon as Presi- 
dent Eckhart completed the reading of his 
masterly review of the Sanitary District 
affairs—which, incidentally, was an eloquent 
and unanswerable plea for his own re#lec- 
tion—the work of Bradenizing the board be- 
gan. When Trustee Boldenweck made the 
usual motion to accept the President’s report 
and order it printed Trustee Jones, Braden's 
chief aid, moved its reference to the Commit- 
tee of the Whole. This was ordered by the 
five Bradenftes. 

When the business of electing a President 
followed, instead of proceeding according 
to the usual and manly custom of a viva voce 
vote, Trustee Jones moved that it be by bal- 
lot. This, too, was ordered by the five 
Bradenites. It resulted, much to their sur- 
prise, in the election of Thomas Kelly by a 
vote of 5 to 4, where they had hoped fora 
majority of 6to 3. The Bradenites expected 
that the secret ballot would tempt Trustee 
Mallette to join them, but he restste 
luring bait of the Presidency next year and 
remained faithful to his associates, to his 
constituents, and to himself. 

Trustee Kelly was duly installed as Presi- 
dent and made an apolegetic address which 
did not cover the boorish conduct of his sup- 
porters and permitted ex-President Eckhart 


to leave the office he has filled so honorablys 


without the customary vote of thanks. 
This piece of petty spite is significant of the 
spirit in which the Bradenites take posses- 
sion of the Drainage Board. Without the. 
assistance of Trustees Eckhart, Boldenweck, 
Carter, and Mallette the majority of the 
board has neither the will nor the ability to 
conduct its affairs in an economical, busi- 
ness-like, and non-partisan manner. Wecan 
only hope that the minority will be able to 
keep Braden and his associates from bring- 
ing disaster upon the great enterprise. 


ARCHITECTS ON HESING'S DEMANDS 


Admit Question of Utility to Be of First 
Importance, but Wonder Why It 
Comes Up So Late. 


Local architects are not all agreed that 
Postmaster Hesing is reasonable in the de- 
mands he is making upon Henry Ives Cobb, 
the special architect for the new $4,000,000 
government edifice. It is generally ad- 
mitted that the question of utility is one of 
the first importance, but they are at a loss to 
understand why it should come up at this 
late day. 

R. Fisher of Patton & Fisher said in 
speaking of the published portions of Mr. 
Hesing’s criticisms on Mr. Cobb's plans. 

It seems to me that the Postmaster’s 
ideas, as expressed in his letter, could hardly 
be carried out. I belleve, however, that it 
will be possible for the architect to retain 
the g ral scheme of lighting—and I doubt 
if there could be a better one devised—and 
the harmony of the exterior, and yet give 
the Postmaster what he wants.’ 

W. L. B. Jenney of Jenney & Mundie said: 
„% Mr. Hesing is right in insisting that the 
building should be adapted to the require- 
ments of the department, which is to be the 
principal tenant. Should it fall short in this 
particular it would be a failure; and there- 
fore, it is Mr. Hesing’s place, “if hé has just 
discovered that something is wrong, to stop 


work until the difficulty has been adjusted.” 


Mr. Hesing still insists that be has merely 
told the architect in his letter what is cone, 
ble, and he will not append his O. K. 
the plans until these things in some way * — 
accomplished. 

“The principal difficulty,”’ he said yes- 
terday, is that the present plans are ar- 
ranged for four entrances, and a big court 
with elevators in the center of the building. 
That would divide the floor space into three 
rooms, and we must have one large room on 


each floor.“ 


WATKINS, JONES, AND CADY LET 60. 


Men Accused by President Richard 4. 
Morley of Northern Illinois Col- 
. lege Found Not Guailty. 


Judge Grosscup yesterday dismissed the 
case of President Richard A. Morley of the 
Northern Illinois College at Fulton, III., 

against John T. Watkins and Arthur M. 
Jones, two ex-pupils of the school, and O. F. 
Cady, a former teacher in the institution. 

Morley charged the boys with using the 
mails in a conspiracy to defraud and black- 
mail. He asserted that they started a story 
of his improper relations with a Miss Char- 
lotte L. Garten, and endeavored to secure 
money from him on promise of silence. 

The boys were indicted last May. They 
said Morley, detected in improper relations, 
bought off Watkins and Jones by a promise 
of free tuition and expenses for the rest of 
the year. Cady said he was asked in a let- 
ter by Morley to name his consideration. 
He replied he would be éatisficed on payment 
of the balance of his salary to the end of his 
contract time. It was this letter that was 
made the basis of the indictment. 

Miss Garten took the witness stand, but 
had given little evidence, when Judge Gross- 
cup, who had been looking over the indict- 
ment and the law, stopped her and notified 
the attorneys that the case was not such as 
to constitute a Federal offense. Standing 
alone the letter made out no case of fraud. 
He directed the jury to return a verdict of 
which was done.

It was agreed, too, that there are other 
causes. Among them were mentioned, as 
chief of evils, bad plumbing, bad ventilation, 
houses in which the wood is decaying, poor 
food, impure milk, poverty. 

“ The visiting nurses who report here, and 
‘the Sanitary Inspector, and the doctors, as 
well as those living here at the house who 
go out much in the neighborhood studying 
the conditions of the people, all tell the 
same story,’’ went on the young woman of 
the Hull House. There are many cases of 
typhoid’ fever which are attributed to defec- 
tive plumbing, causing the escape of sewer 
gas—or to the lack of plumbing altogether, 
There are old cess-pools, constructed when 
this section of the city was a suburb, twenty- 
five years ago. And then the garbage boxes; 
the dark, damp basements, where people live 
almost without a glimmer of light—all these 
things contribute numerous cases of disease 
resulting in many deaths.“ 


Sees a Sample Case. 


Then Miss Salter of the Visiting Nurses’ 
Assdéciation came in. She corroborated all 
that had en said of the cause of disease 
and offer to show the reporter a sample 
case. She was about to visit a family where 
a child was III. 

The way led along a street once paved 
with cedar block, nox a mucky mass of rot- 
ten wood covered th filth. Along the 
edges of its narrow sidewalks stood scores of 
wooden garbage boxes. 

“I wish I knew the awful man that sug- 
gested this garbage box plan, said Miss 
Salter. The boxes are almost the worst 
things in the neighborhood. When emptied, 
as required, once in three days, they are not 
carefully cleaned out, and, if they were, the 
wood becomes saturated with filth, and the 
sidewalks under the boxes are soaked, and 
the filth soaks into the soil and through base- 
ment walis. The atmosphere in the vicinity 
of a box that has been used any great length 
of time becomes foul with the stench from 
the decayed matter.“ 


Air Vile and Stifiing. 


And a single breath gave assurance of the 
truth of the statement. 

Arrived at the place where the child lay II 
Miss Salter led the way to a room on the 
second floor, It was a small! room, in which 
the air was so stifling and vile that one 
gasped for breath. At the top,of the land- 
ing just outside the room was an old partly 
clogged sink, into which water was trickling 
from a faucet. 

That sink is a fair sample of what you 
will find in Mmost of these house’, but gener- 
ally they are inside the living-room,” said 
Mise Salter. I cannot induce the people’ 
to leave their doors open or their windows 
and get better air. Crowded into small 
rooms in tumble-down tenements with no- 
sewer connections, or with connections that 
are even worse than none, it is a wonder 
disease is not more prevalent than It is. 

Another cause of disease is poor food. 
These people cannot afford good food. They 
have no money to buy it with, many of the 
men being out of work. The result is the 
vegetables and the meats brought here for 
sale are the very worst the inspectors will 
allow sold at all.“ 

The shops and milk depots in the neigh- 
borhood bear silent testimony to the truth 
of the conclusion. Food is sold in basements 
that are damp, and moldy, and dark, for 
along many of the streets in this neighbor- 
hood the street grade is several feet higher 
than the original level of the land when 
the houses were built. As a result the filth 
of the streets soaks through and impreg- 
nates the walls and floors of rooms in which 
human beings. live. 

In this community are scores of peddlers 
and junk dealers, each with a light wagon 
and a horse, and in most cases the horse is 
stalled in close proximity to the kitchen door, 
so close that the stable refuse is immediately 
at the threshold. 

Into this vicinity day after day is carted 
the refuse picked up by junk dealers in all 
parts of the city. Tons of rags, scrap paper, 
scrap eve ry thing, from back alleys, and 
cellars, and attics, find a depot in the Nine- 
teenth Ward daily. The Nineteenth Ward is 
a place where filth is continually being 
carted in—rarely out. 

State Factory Inspector Talks, 


The same question that was asked at the 
Hull House was addressed to Mrs. Florence 
Kelley, State Factory Inspector. Mrs. Kel- 
ley thought the question should be: Why 
is not the death rate higher in the Nine- 
teenth Ward?” Said she: “It is strange 
more people do not die in this section, and 
there are two main reasons forit. The peo- 
ple that live in these slums are not sium 
people, most of them. They are from all 
countries in the world, almost, and nearly 
all have behind them generations of peasant 
life in countries where the peasants live 
much out-of-doors. Their children are born 

with strong constitutions. They live through 
what no child of city-bred parents could 
endure. But by the time they are old enough 
to have children, living in this locality all 
the time, their vitality is worn out with re- 
sisting disease and their children are born 
to die within a year. 

There are few of that second generation 
as yet, but I have known of several in- 
stances, and have t known of one that 
lived through the firs ummer. Hot weath- 
erer is fatal to’ the babies that have to live 
here. Fourth Ward babies are generally 
taken out into the country for the heated 
term. Not so with the Nineteenth Ward 
babies. 

Another reason the statistics do not 
show a higher death rate here is that prob- 
ably the majority who die because of the un- 
sanitary conditions in this ward are reported 
from another ward—the ward where most of 
the hospitals are, west of here. That is 
one of the healthy wards of the city, but 
its death rate is high because of the deaths 
reported from the hospitals. The people 
here are so poor that their sick are nearly 
all sent to the charity hospitals as soon as 
they become ill. 

“These two causes reduce the showing 
made in the records as to the mortality in 
the ward, and yet the showing is frightful, 
particularly in hot weather.” 

Contagious and thfectious diseases, rheu- 


11 prints a lengthy article regarding 
the prevalence of crimein St. Louis. It says 
in part! 

“ During the last forty-eight hours the 
criminal element of this city has run the 
entire gamut of crimes prohibited by the 
statutes, which recognize the dictinction be-

The St. Louis Republic, with that spirit

characterized its attitude toward Chicago, 
has for the last few months devoted a whole 
lot of space to telling how terrible has been 
the reign of crime in Chicago, 

It 3 criticisms started right after the Dem- 
ocratic convention, with an interview with 
Chief of Detectives Desmond, in which it w 
said robbery was rampant on the streets, 
and that the Chicago police were negligent. 
It was stated that no such condition of 
affairs could exist in dear old St. Louis. The 
authotities were too wide-awake to permit 
anything of that kind, and the crooks were 
too wise to attempt to do business in that 
town. 

Some little time afterwards the Republic 
printed a cartoon on its first page announc- 
ing that business was rushing on Chicago 
streects—at night. It represented a bunch of 
thugs in various stages of armament and 
disguise robbing and assaulting citizens, 
while policemen dozed under adjacent elec- 
tric Mghts. 

And again the inference was drawn that 
such a thing was out of the question—in St. 
Louis. 


LEGACY IN IRELAND AWAITS MELODY. 


Inmate of the Cook County Poorhouse 
Learns That a Fortune Awatits 
Him Over the Ocean. 


A fortune in Ireland is waiting for Patrick 
Melody to assume possession of it. The 
fortune consists of a carriage factory and 
seven valuable residence buildings in Dub- 
lin, bequeathed to Melody by his uncle, John 
Melody. 

Patrick Melody knew nothing of the be- 
quest until yesterday, A friend traced him 
to Dunning, where he is an inmate of the 
Cook County Poorhouse, and told him of his 
good fortune. Melody was overjoyed. 

The indigent heir of the landed estate in 
Dublin was at one time prominent as an 
agitator in Irish nationalist circles. He 
served a term of eleven years in an English 
prison for his participation in the rescue of 
political prisoners at Manchester, England, 
in 1867, his sentence being commuted from 
sentence of death. After his release from 
prison he came to America and settled in 
St. Louis. There he lived until a year ago 
last September, when he went to Indianapo- 
lis to attend a convention of Irish National- 
ists. Later he came to Chicago, and finally 
found himself among the inmates of the 
poorhouse at Dunning. 

News of the bequest was received a week 
or more a by Edward Noyes. Since then 
Melody’s friends have been searching for 
him. Melody anticipates trouble in coming 
into his inheritance, owing to the fact he is 
counted a political offender in England. 


JOHN C. MANN MEETS DEATH SUDDENLY 


Physician Gives a Certificate of Heart 
Trouble and the Police Afterward 
Make an Investigation. 


John C. Mann, for more than twenty years 
bookkeeper for Lapp & Flershem, wholesale 
jewelers, died suddenly at his home, No, 
30 Goethe street, on Tuesday morning. 


Coroner Berz was notified yesterday, and 


asked to make an investigation. Mr. Mann 
was not attended by a physician at the time 
of his death, but he had been under the care 
of Dr. E. Kung, No. 314 Sedgwick street, who 
signed a death certificate, Aving as the 
cause of death fatty degeneration of the 
ns Mann started down-town on Sunday to 
release the night watchman at the jewelry 
house. He got as far as Clark street, and at- 
tempted to board a cable car.

This fence building is not the result of con- 
certed action, the concerns interested assert, 
although the same notion struck each batch 
of claimants about the same time. It was 
started off by N. K. Fairbank to protect his 
claim of half a block op the south side of 
Superior street, extending from about No. 
450 Superior street to the new road at the 
water line. This action was ordered about 
two weeks ago upon the filing of a lease to 
two blocks of this contested tract by Capt. 
Streeter of squatter’s claim notoriety to an 
“Eiffel tower construction company. 
Fencing suggested itself as a good plan to 
keep off trespassers, as it gives the ma- 
chinery of the law to aid the older claimant 
who makes the improvement and renders 
later comers liable for all sorts of trespass 
complications. 


Fence-Building Is General. 

Following the lead of Mr. Fairbank each 
of the other important claimants concluded 
to build fences. Ogden, Sheldon & Co., have 
two-thirds completed the barrier around 
their claim lying south of Erie street and 
extending almost to the river. J. V. Farwell’s 
claim, including the blocks south of Chicago 
avenue, is fenced on the north and east 
sides. Fencing is almost done at the New- 
berry estate claim, including a strip halt a 
block wide on both sides of Huron street. 
W. C. Newhberry’s.claim, half a block wide 
along the north side of Erie street, is also be- 
ing inclosed. 

The hearing now in progress before a 
United States Commissioner in Washington, 
who is to pass upon the Matthew Benner 
scrip claim, seeking the possession of a 
good share of these different claims, is credit- 
ed with stimulating this impulse for fence- 
building. If claimants were to continue tc 
multiply, it was reasoned, it would be pru- 
dent to show present possession and so the 
wagons and pedestrians and troops of vig bs 
who play ball over this common are to de 
kept off the disputed ground as far as fences 
without gates will answer that purpose. 

Extending Street Paving. 

Streets are being extended by grading 
through this artificial tract so as to connect 
with the projected driveway along the lower 
shore. Two Fitz-Simons dredges are at work 
off Superior street, and the filling for the new 
highway is progressing rapidly. 

Dwellers in that region already talk of 
their plaza along the lake shore, and are 
wondering what the big land claimants 
mean to do about extending street paving to 
connect with this boulevard. 

„ We have had our street used and worn 
out for twelve years or more by the carts 
filling in this tract,“ said a property-owncr 
in Superior street yesterday, and have 
been put to all sorts of inconveniences, not 
to say menaces to the health of our families, 
by the stuff hauled past our doors and 
dumped on this filled land. We are about to 
put down new street paving. It will also be 
used up practically before the material for 
grading, paving, and putting in sewer, eas, 
and water mains for this district is hauled 
to its tination. Now it strikes us that 
whoever has enough interest in these lands 
to fence them in should meet us half way 
and pave these streets the entire length to 
the lake. 

„It this is done this neighborhood, within 
a year or two, will lose much of its wild look, 
for the handsome drive now being built 
along the water front will be an extension of 
the Lake-Shore drive, and if vehicles could 
pass from any of our North Side streets to 
the lake it would compensate these claim- 
ants richly by enhancing property values. 
They ought to meet the resident property- 
owners half way in pushing this improve- 
ment.“ 

Projects for the Spring.

Alien’s affidavit is in possession of Col.

LONG DISTANCE RIDERS TO BE 
BROUGHT TO CHICAGO. 


Foreign Wheelmen Now Competing in 
New York Will Appear Here in Feb- 
ruary with the Best American 
Cyclists—Valuable Prizes Offered 
for the Winners and Additienal 
Money for Records Broken—Track 
Not Yet Selected. 


Chicago cyclists will be given the oppor- 
tunity of participating in one of the greatest 
six-day races ever held in America early in 
February. Plans have been quietly for- 
mulated for the meet, and all the foreign 
riders now competing in New York, as well 
as the best American riders, are expected to 
participate in the events. . 

The meet will be held under the auspices 
of a company known as the Chicago Cycling 
Association, under the management of 
Frank Hall. The building for the events 
has not yet been selected, but will be decided 
upon next week. 

Manager Hall conducted the most success- 
ful six-day race Londoners ever witnessed 
six years ako. Two years later he dupli- 
cated his English effort by giving a race at 
Madison Square Garden, New York. 

Hall’s plan is to have the big race preceded 
by one night of short races between local 
amateurs. Sprinting pros will also be 
permitted to use the track. If arrange- 
ments can be made with Linton to ride John- 
son a mile that event will be carded as a 
special feature. These races will occur on 
the Saturday night prior to the start of the 
six-day grind. That race will be started at 
12:55 o’clock the following Sunday morning. 
Previous to the long race and between the 
hours of 7 and 12 o’clock the spectators will 
be furnished varied amusement. A concert 
will be given and a vaudeville performance. 

T. W. Eck will probably be engaged by 
Manager Hall to care for the racers.

The management will offer $4,700 in prizes, 
as follows: $1,200 to first, $600 to second, $400 
to third, $200 to fourth, $200 for fifth, $150 
for sixth, $100 for seventh, $50 for eighth. 

Providing the record is broken $500 addi- 
tional will be paid the rider who exceeds the 
mark that will be made in the race now 
being ridden in New York. If the record is 
broken by 100 miles another $500 will be paid 
the successful rider. Should the indoor rec- 
ords for 100 and for fifty miles be raised $250 
will be paid in each instance, and if the 
twenty-five and ten mile indoor marks are 
fractured $100 will be the reward in each 
case. .

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FIFTY YEARS IN JOURNALISTIC WORK. 


Address of A. K. McClare of the Phil- 
adelphia Times at an Anniversary 
Dinner in His Honor. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 9.—Eminent pub- 
lice men from many cities sat round the 
board at the Hotel Walton tonight, and did 
honor to Col. Alexander K. McClure, editor 
of the Times, who today completed his 
fiftieth year in journalism. Gov. Hastings 
presided, and the event was made notable 
by the presence of Vice-President Adlai E. 
Stevenson, Maj.-Gen. Miles, Commodore 
Melville, and many Congressmen and Sena- 
tors. 

The newspaper world was represented by 
a large out-of-town contingent. The pro- 
prietors and editors of aH the Philadelphia 
newspapers were also present. Before the 
dinner, Col. McClure held an informal re- 


ception in one of the ante-rooms, where for 


more than an hour he renewed old friend- 
ships and received the felicitations of his co- 
workers in journalism of past and present 
times. 

When the speech making began, Gov. 
Hastings introduced the guest of the even- 
ing with a neat address. He briefly re- 
viewed Col. McClure’s career from boyhood, 
dwelling upon his early, struggles, his con- 
quest of them, and his achievements in 
journalism, politics, and literature, cul- 
minating in the event of tonight. Col. Mc- 
Clure followed, and said in part: 

“I have long held that the responsible di- 
rection of a widely read and respected daily 
newspaper is the highest trust under our free 
I do not thus speak of it to 
claim for it honors which may be questioned, 
but I speak of it to present the oppressive 
responsibilities which rest upon those who 
are today educating a Nation of 70,000,000 
of people, under a government where every 
citizen is a sovereign, and where the people 
hold in their own hands the destiny of the 
greatest republic of the world. Presidents. 
Cabinets, Senators, and Representatives come 
and play their parts on the public stage and 
pass away—the few to be remembered, the 
many to be forgotten—and political parties 
are created and perish as new necessities 
and new. conditions arise in the progress of 
our free institutions. In my own day there 
have been created four new political organi- 
zations which attained national importance, 
ajl of which have elected Governors in Penn- 
sylvania, and two of which have elected 
Presidents of the United States, but three 
of them exist today only in history. They 
are the Anti-Masonic, the Whig, the Amer- 
ican, and the Republican parties. Thus while 
rulers and the parties which call them to 
power come and go in the swift mutations 
of American politics, the newspaper survives 
them all, and continues in its great career 
regardless of the success or defeat of men 
or political organizations. 

To seek promotion in civil trust from the 
editorial chair of an influential newspaper 
is to sacrifice the grander opportunity and 
responsibility for the unsatisfying fame of 
official distinction. It is the mission of the 
newspaper to create Presidents and other 
rulers; to judge them when in power; to 
sustain them when they have been faithful 
and efficient in the discharge of public du- 
ties, and to defeat them when they are for- 
getful of the public welfare. In the dis- 
charge of these important duties the news- 
paper must, above all, be free from the 
suspicion of seeking individual advantage, 
and it can be so only by accepting its trust 
as highest of all and more enduring than all. 
Great editors have been presumably honored 
by conferring upon them high official posi- 
tions in recognition of party services, but no 
editor in the entire history of American 
journalism who has made his newspaper 
secondary to political ambition, has written 
any other record than failure as both editor 
and statesman. 

„The consciousness that each day the 
editor whose readers are numbered by hun- 
dreds of thousands may greatly aid in mak- 
ing the world better than it was in the pass- 
ing yesterday, is a constant inspiration to the 
best efforts, and it is especially gratifying 
that even in the many and at times-impas- 
sioned conflicts of journalistic dispute the 
rugged and sharp-angled walls which divide 
us are ever so beautiful and fragrant with 
the flowers of good fellowship, as is impres- 
sively taught by this assembly. 

„Thus charged with the highest of civil 
trusts in the most enlightened government 
of the earth the editor must be honored or 
dishonored here by the measure of his fidel- 
ity to his exceptional duties, and must be 
so judged in the hereafter, when the narrow 
pathway of life that divides past and future 
eternities has been traversed. We come 
when bidden, we know not whence; we go 
when bidden, we know not whither, but 
each and all have duties to themselves, to 
their homes, to their country, and to the 
common brotherhood of man, which, when 
performed with the faithfulness that human 
infirmities will permit, must greatly brignten 
the brief and often fretful journey from the 
cradle to the grave. Friends, in this even- 
ing twilight of my journalistic work, so 
sweetly mellowed by the smiling faces, 
voung and old, about me, I answer your gen- 
erous greeting with the gratitude that can 
perish only when the gathering shadows 
shall have settled into the night that comes 
to purple the better morn.’

OLD II HUNG CHANG’S HOME-COMING. 


Intrigdes That Stirred the Emperor's 
Vanity and Won Him a Cold Wel- 
come—Less Dictatorial Now. 


Shanghai, Nov. 4.—A private letter from 
one of Li Hung Chang’s suite gives some 
interesting details in regard to the old states- 
man's reception at Peking after his tri- 
umphal tour through the hemispheres. From 
this letter it appears that the enemies of old 
Li made use of the very honors given him in 
England and America to prejudice him in 
the eyes of the Emperor and the court. It 
was given out that he had received all the 
credit afid that his tour showed the latest 
instance of a subject greater than his sov- 
ereign. The Emperor has the vanity of very 
young men, and those who have influence 
over him urged this point so successfully 
that Li was received coldly at his first inter- 
view with Li's imperial master, and a few 
days later he was formally reported by the 
censors for some petty breach of etiquette 
and his case was turned over to the Board 
of Civil Appointments for its decision on the 
penalty for the offense. All the friends of 
the former Viceroy expected to see him re- 
instated in control of the great province of 
Chihli, but instead he has merely been made 
a member of the Tsung-li-Yamen, which is 
now shorn of the greater part of its old 
powers by the newly created Ministry of 
War. Li, by his ability and services, de- 
served a place in this Ministry, but thus far 
court intrigues have shut him out. 

It is scarcely possible that with his ability 
and his genius for intrigue he will be kept out 
of high office by his enemies, provided that 
he really desires to resume his did power. 
All Europeans who have met him since his 
return agree that the trip has vastly im- 
proved his manners. His brusqueness and 
his dictatorial questions formerly offended 
many as they revealed too plainly the con- 


tempt which he feR for the average foreign 
. barbarian. Despite his intelligence old Li, 


before his trip to Europe, firmly believed 

that China was the greatest empire of the 

world. This conceit was knocked out of his 

head and his meetings with many distin- , 
guished men whom he was forced to receive 

on equal terms softened his arbitrary man- 

He still asks questions in his usual 

socratic way, but he does this in a more 

polite fashion than of old. 

China is just now badly in need of an able 
man at the head of affairs, for the partial 
awakening due to the late war will end in no 
good results with the present leaders in 
power, for they hate all foreign customs and 
inventions and their sole endeavor is to check 
reform and progress.

ICE FORMATIONS NEAR BLACK RIVER 


Possibility of Walking Long Distances 
with Crystal Canopy Overhead. 

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 9.—{Special.]—Never 
in the history of Black River, in Wisconsin, 
did it present such an attractive appear- 
ance as it does today. With its great walls 
of ice thrown up along the shores, they look 
like heavy breastworks. 

At the Black River Falls the ice has formed 
in solid columns from the bed of the river 
to the top of the falls, leaving only & narrow 
channel, through which the waters rush. 
In many instarices along the banks of the 
river the small trees have been bent down, 
and are now lying under big beds of ice. 

In many places along the low bottoms the 
ice has frozen around the trees, leaving 
flelds of ice reaching from tree to tree from 
four to six feet from the ground, the trees 
holding the ice as the water recedes.

LIBRARY FOR YALE 70 BE RETURNED. 


Books Belonging to the Late Rudolph 
von Gneist Are Found to Be Not 
as Represented. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 9.—[Special.]}— 
Some time ago it was announced that a 
friend of Yale University had bought for 
the university library what was supposed 
to be the valuable library of the late Ru- 
dolph von Gneist, professor of law at the 
University of Berlin. The library, for which 
$2,500 was to be paid, was supposed to be 
rich in works on constitutional law, scien- 
tific books, and sets of various journals. 
It consisted of about 10,000 volumes and 
dissertations. When the collection reached 
the Yale library not long ago it was found 
that only about half the works had belonged 
to Prof. von Gneist, and that the collection 
had been padded out with other works not 
desired. An offer was then made for the 
Gneist. works to the Leipsic bookseller own- 
ing the library, and who had not been paid, 
but was not accepted, and the library will 
be packed up and returned to him this week.
